‘anticipations and entertaining brilliant hopes, aneu- 
ally sent ont of college, all for the sake of the golden 
future, eager to enter the Church by undertaking te 
perform the duties of a curate for the sake of the 
“ Nomination.” The fact is known, but not so clear 
are the workings of the system. 

A curate, suppose, (merely for illustration sake), 
has worked for many years in a laborious parish for 
| the usual pay. He finds himself with a wife and 
| children in expensive times, and endeavours to add 
| to his means by becoming a visiting tutor or secre- 
tary to a religious society, or controversial lecturer. 
The wear and tear of conflicting occupations affect 
him, and he procures help in the shape of a voluntary 
assistant. At long-last he is promoted to a living, 
and finds in his new church another curate who had 
lived for many years in the parish, had married and 
brought up sons there, a man very likely endeared to 
the people by ties of friendship or affection. Our 
new Rector, however, freed from some of his occu- 
pations, determines to undertake the whole duties of 
the parish, or to place a friend of his own in the posi- 
tion of his curate. In either case the former curate 
is thrown upon the world without provision or occu- 
pation. No benvolent man has founded an hospital, 
for curates out of place. The death of his Rector 
instead of bringing him promotion, has deprived him 
of hisall. Should parishioners, as they have often 
done, entreat the rector and retain him, this act alone 
is looked upon as flat rebellion and a popular inva- 
sion of private right. He wanders forth to find food 
and raiment as he may. 

But on departing from his old Church, our new 
rector left an assistant Curate behind him, and one 
would think he should obtain the post vacated by 
the promotion of his senior. He was either fit for 
the place or not, if not fit, why were his gratuitous 
or poorly remunerated services retained at all.? Iffit, 
why is he not promoted as the rule instead of the 
exception? Experience proves that these volunteers 
do not move in the line of spiritual preferment. A 
stranger to the church and people is placed over his 
head. His voluntary services may perhaps be gene- 
rously accepted, and the congregation, if liberal, may 
subscribe for a Christmas present. But if he ask for 
a stipend, the rector has only to look down the list 
of Candidate Bachelors in the College Calender to 
find twenty who will gladly take the place for the 
sake of a “ nomination.” 

Now, there appears to be a simple and practicable 
place for obviating evils so detrimental to the cha- 
racter and efficiency of the Church. If our Bishops 
would determine to ordain no man without a bona 
fide cure, giving up the practice of ordaining on 
mere complimentary nominations altogether. This, 
in a little time, would lessen the number of’ 
unemployed curates, and elevate the position of the 
rest. Next, we would suggest, that the lowest salary 
given to any curate should be £75 per year. In no 
case, except in those very few parishes where Sun- 
day duty alone is required, should the salary sink 
below this. Otherwise, there will always be a class of 
curates whose position is shamefully beneath the 
nature of the employment, and what is necessary for 
maintaining a decent appearance in society. 

But salaries are likely enough to remain at the 
minimum if left to the decision of an individual. We 
would, therefore, propose a gradation in th» payment 
of curates proportioned to the value of the living— 
say that the lowest salary should be £75. “Then 
when the living is of the value of £300, the curate 
should receive £100, and for all livings above the 
amount of £400 a-year, one-fourth of the surplus 
should be added to the curates stipend. Ifa rector's 
clear income, for instance, be £600 a-year, the curate

A gra- 
duated scale of this kind might readily be formed, and 
if it were honestly carried out, would remove much 
of the scandal at present attached to the anamolous 
dirtribution of church revenues. 

Whenever an alteration of any existing position 
depends entirely upon liberality, equity, moral feel- 
ing, or indefinite ends of action, it is long before any 
change can be effected. Self-interest or vested right, 
presses down with a crushing power not only against 
reformation but against reformers. Ages, sometimes 
pass slowly away before a remedy can be introduced 
for an acknowledged evil. The anomalies which un- 
happily prevail, regarding the distribution of church 
patronage and stipend, strike every lover of the 
establishment with a feeling akin to indignation. 
Almost from the first introduction of Christianity, 
dates the institution of Benefices, and spiritual dig- 
nities became the reward of political subserviency. 
Benefices have become the property of private indi- 
viduals, and who attempts to correct abuses in the 
matter of their disposal is anathema and maranatha. 
But church patronage is not a freehold, for it is con- 
ditional. The rights of the patron are subordinate 
to the interests of the church, and the latter must 
not be sacrificed to the former. The question, like

The Vienna correspondent of the Times yesterday 
telegraphed, under date of Wednesday evening, a state- 
ment as follows :---“ Garibaldi has been driven back 
from Sondrio into the mountains. General Urban’s 
troops are pursuing him. Count Clam’s army-corps is 
already at Milan, Brescia, &c. The only issue now open 
to Garibaldi is the Stelvio. The above news is official.” 
The telegrams which we publish this day, indicate a 
condition of affairs at Sondrio by no means reconcileable 
with the foregoing “ official” account. 
A letter from Berne of the 29th ult. states that con- 
siderable excitement has been lately caused in Switzer- 
land by an extraordinary proposition put forth by the 
Augsbury Gazette. That journal suggests that Austria 
should occupy the six south-eastern cantons, in order to 
secure the defence of Southern Germany and of Austriv, 
by the possession of the strategical line from the Lake of 
Zurich tothe Ticini. “Such a course,” says the writer, 
“would never be allowed; for although the German and 
the French cantons may be divided in their opinions on 
certain questions of internal policy, yet they would all be 
unanimous in taking up arms rather than allow a foreign 
power to touch a corner of the Swiss soil.” 
It is worthy of notice that the Italian generals who 
have prominently distinguished themselves in the pre- 
sent campaign are not natives of Piedmont. Cialdini 
and Fanti are by birth Modenese. 
The action of last Tuesday derives additional interest 
from the circumstances of its having been fought on the 
onniversary of a brilliant victory, that of Golta, gained 
by Charles Albert over immense odds, on the 31st May, 
1853. 

EUROPEAN AFFAIRS. 

The Paris Correspondent of the Jaaependance Belge, 
writing on the 30th, says—“ Scarcely has the war begun, 
and scarcely has our first victory been gained, when 
some people wish to see diplomacy intervene, in order 
to induce the belligerents to lay down their arms. How- 
ever much this result isto be desired, it is futile to 
hope that the intervention of Europe will be attended 
with any success until our troops shall have entered 
Milan. 

“When our victorious arms shal! have been carried 
up to the banks of the Minico, then only will it be pos- 
sible for England and Germany, in accordance with the 
respect for treaties which they have proclaimed, to in- 
ter between the combatants, and restore peace.

earth drinks in silence the blood of battle fields, but 
peaceful blood spouts groaning towards heaven. God 
receives and avenges it.” If so, a fearful reckoning is 
yet in store for the house of Hapsburg. General Pietro 
Coletta tells us that, during thirty years “ 100,000 Nea- 
politans have perished by every kind of death in the 
cause of political freedom, and fer the love of Italy;” 
and in the Austrian Italy, where a kindred spirit ani- 
mates the government, matters have been but little bet- 
ter. Between the §th of August, 1848, the date of the 
triumphant return é@f the Austrians to Milan, and the 
22nd of August of the following year, the official record 
shows 981 capital sentences regularly pronounced and exe- 
cuted against Lombgrdo- Venetians, In the autumn of ’48 
the steward of Comncillor Rampini and his eldest son 
were shot at Milan, while the younger son, being under 
age, and not being convicted of any crime, was beaten to 
death with sticks. In October of the same year three 
Milanese were shot for having responded to the provo- 
cations of three Hungarian soldiers disguised as police. 
The Abbé Pulcina was shot at Brescia about the same 
time, and another priest at Mantua, merely for having 
expressed liberal opinions. To have a weapon of any 
kind in the house or on the person was certain death. 
At Brescia a butcher was sent for outside the town to 
kill an ox, and went, bearing along with him the imple- 
ments of his trade, mace, knife, &c. On his return he 
was arrested by the patrol, and, in spite of his protesta- 
tions that he was a butcher, and that there was no order 
against butchers carrying their implements along with 
them, was forthwith tried, condemned, and shot. At 
Lodi, 28th February, 1849, a native of the place was 
beaten to death for having allowed some insulting ex- 
pressions to escape him when maltreated by an Austrian 
officer. But the most disgraceful and flagrant instance 
of tyranny remains to be recorded. On the 18th August, 
1849, the anniversary of the birth of the late Emperor, 
which was kept with great pomp by the Austrians in 
Milan, a courtesan named Olivari had attached to the 
balcony of her house an Austrian flag. This house was 
in one of the most frequented streets of Milan, opposite 
the Cafe del Mazza, and the crowd hissed in pa it ; 
upon which several patrols and a number of officers, who 
had apparently been lurking in the neighbourhood, instant- 
ly rushed to thespot, seized indiscriminately on the passers 
by, and carried them off to the castle, where a mili- 
tary tribyaal was quickly assembled, which first released 
the foreigners and public functionaries, and then proceeded 
to try the rest of the crowd of prisoners, all, be it observed 
Italians. They werespeedily condemned, seventeen to the 
bastinade, from twenty-five to fifty strokes each, and three 
to various periods of ay in irons. Among the 
former classfwere an advocate, a painter, two landed pro- 
prietors, twostudents, and Ernesta Galli, of Cremona, 
and Maria Conti, of Florence, both opera singers, the first 
twenty and the second eighteen yearsold. They were sen- 
tenced, the former to forty strokes of the stick, and the lat- 
tertothirty. All thesentences were immediately executed 
in public, in the open air, in the court of the castle, the 
Austrian officers looking on and laughing tne while. 
The punishment was carried out to the letter; all the 
sufferers were severely injured, and the two girls espe- 
cially were a long time before they recovered from the 
effects of Austrian brutality. The military commandant

The Queen v. the Town Council of ÍÁthe Borough of Shgo. 

Sir Colmon O’ Loghlen, Q.C., applied on beha the town 
clerk of the borough of Sligo for a conditional order for a 
writ of certiorari, to remove into this Court the rate struck 
by the town council, in order td have it quashed. In 
December, 1858, it appeared the Town Council of Sligo 
struck a rate of three pence in the’ pound for the purpose 
of raising a sum sufficient to pay certain arrears of 
salary, which had accrued due to Mr. M'‘Gowan, the 
Mayor. The striking of the rate was opposed by several 
members of the council, and its legality was questioned on the 

und of another rate having been struck in the same year.

COURT OF ERROR.—Faipay, JUNE 38RD. 

The Judges of the Court of Queen's Bench and the Ex- 
chequer sat yesterday at 2 o'clock, as a Court of Error, and

Little v. Wingfield. 

The action was instituted for trespass, alleged to be com- 
mitted by the defendant on the plaintiff's fisheries in the 
river Moy.
